A compound wherein no sense of words that comprise it is 
given prominence, but some other sense of word which 
does not comprise the compound is given prominence, is 
designated as Bahuvrihi Compound. Generally Bahuvrihi - 
designated Compound word is an adjective to another word.

These compounds can be split in the following way - 

In the two sentences the words that combine to form the 
compound are in the same case affix viz. Noun-case. Thus, if 
the two words in the same case affixes are compounded to 
form Bahuvrihi, it is known by the name Samanadhikarana 
Bhahuvrihi. 

(2) (Vyadhikarana Bahuvrihi)- 

If the two words in the different case affixes are compounded 
to form Bahuvrihi it is particularly called Vyadhikarana 
Bahuvrihi.
